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The great National Conference of 
SOCIAL SERVICE AND Social Work will have held its 
CHRISTIANITY meetings, finished its work and 

gone before this paper appears. 
It cannot fail to turn the attention of our people with new 
interest to the whole field of social work and to the questions 
connected with that field. The concern of the Church and 
Christian people may perhaps be classified under three 
heads: 

The first has to do with social work in general. All good 
work which helps the welfare of humanity is Christian 
work. A Christian who goes out to help in recreation and 
playground activities is doing Christian work just as much 
as if it was done under the name of the Church. The 
Travelers Aid Society or the Boy Scouts offers as true a 
channel for the expression of Christian love as does the 
Guild or the Church School. All this vast and confusing 
array of social interests and of welfare agencies of which 
we have been reading or hearing the past week is all of it 
in a deep sense Christian. It is born of the God who is 


Love. It is penetrated with the Spirit of Him who died 


that we might live. Let us get that clear and act upon it. 
Let us help where we can and count it work for Christ. 
Next there is the work which is undertaken specifically 
in the name of the Church. We have for example in our 
Diocese a number of welfare agencies which are the off- 
spring of the longing of Christian people to serve. They are 
named with the name of Christ. They have a special ap- 
peal. There is for us a deep sentiment about them which 
we cannot always realize elsewhere. We are proud of St. 
Luke’s Hospital and the Old Ladies’ Home. We love St. 


- Dorothy’s and the G. F. S. and St. Andrew’s Inn, the Maria 


Kip and the work of the Sisters of St. Savior. We like to 
hear of the Hospital visiting which Mr. Bours does on one 
side of the Bay and Mr. Mitchell on the other. We tell of 
Mr. Oehlhoff and the Canon Kip and of Mr. Turner and the 
Good Samaritan and ask whether you can find anything 
better being done in all San Francisco And then what we 
do about it? How many people who read this and are glad 
that Mr. Turner and his helpers have built up such a 
splendid work out on Potrero Avenue have actually 
visited the Good Samaritan? Do you know what is needed 
there? Do you know what is done there? Have you seen 
the gymnasium and the club rooms? Do you know whether 
the Community Chést gives any help? I am sure that a good 
many people who are “interested” in our Church institu- 
tions would be quite unable to answer many of the most 
obvious questions about their work. Let us hope that an- 
other result of the holding of this great Conference in San 
Francisco will be to start our people visiting the institutions 
and taking an ever increasing interest in them. 

A third type of social service work which is of marked 
concern to the Church is the study of the relation of Christ- 
ianity to the various social problems of our day. Wherever 
we have any responsibility we have the duty of trying to 
think clearly and to act in accordance with Christ’s will. 


theism, but consists in the recognition of a living soul, sur- 


What is Christian marriage? What has Christianity to say 
about the Labor Movement? How “Christian” is it to specu- 
late in stocks? How ought I to treat my employees or my 
employers? Has Christianity anything to say about the 
profit motive in indusfry? or about democracy and dictator- 
ships? or about war? Questions about all these and many 
other things of public interest come to most of us. When we 
reach our decisions have we included our Christian faith 
definitely as a dominant factor, the ultimate factor, in the 
decision? The Church through its leaders in Social Service 
has the responsibility of helping us to come to right deci- 
sions. But we have equally the duty of trying to be helped. 
Some of us perhaps don’t want to be helped because buried 
away down in the depths of our souls is a vague feeling that 
our lives are not quite what they ought to be. Let us be 
honest. Let us get out of hiding our motives and the prin- 
ciples of our conduct in all these matters which concern the 
welfare of society. Let us see whether they are what they 
oughtto be in view of Christ’s spirit and teaching. If the 
Social Work Conference can help us in this Diocese to work 
more generously and to think more clearly we may thank 
God for its having come to San Francisco. 


In connection with social 
TWO WORTH WHILE BOOKS problems and our Christian 
faith let me speak of two 
worthwhile books. Neither one is of the kind which is or- 


dinarily called summer reading but there are few of us who =~ 


even during vacation cannot turn from detective and mys- 
tery stories now and then to something that is really thor- 
oughly solid reading. The first of these books, Tawney’s 
“Religion and the Rise of Capitalism” I have before called 
attention to in these columns. In this book the very dis- 
tinguished English scholar leads us through the story of the 
relation of the Church to growth of our modern industrial 
system. He begins back in the medieval time when the 
authority of the Church in the moral questions raised by 
business and industry was undisputed, and carries us along 
through the various changes, and especially the immense 
changes worked by the readjustment of European society 
at the time of the Reformation and after on to that strange 
perversion of clear Christian thinking which is found some- 
times in most extraordinary places, namely that “Business 
is business” and that “Religion has little or nothing to do 
with moral questions raised in business and industry.” This 
whole study is most illuminating. 


The other book, Professor Ward’s “Our Economic Moral- 
ity” takes our present industrial system and the principles 
which lie behind it and subjects them to a searching and 
at times it must be confessed, technical criticism in the light 
of the Spirit of the Lord Jesus Christ. Ward’s book will 
be easy reading for the well trained business mind so far 
as it is considered as an economic study. But I suspect that 
for many of us it will be somewhat disquieting in some of 
the suggestions which it makes as to the inconsistency of 
our Christian faith with the industrial system in which we 
all have to live.

San Francisco, Chicago, New York, a far flung cry from 
Alma, Balaclava, Sebastopol, 1854-1927. 


Musing whilst on my way to attend the Florence Nightin- 
gale Memorial services to be held at Grace Cathedral, Sun- 
day, May 29 in San Francisco, of the beautiful statue of 
the Lady of the Lamp, standing in Waterloo Place, London, 
by the side of Sidney Herbert, Secretary of War during the 
Crimean period, and picturing in my mind, also, the lovely 
and inspiring marble group in the National Museum, in 
Whitehall, portraying this ideal woman and nurse, min- 
istering to her wounded soldiers, many of her personal 
effects, including her field glasses, in a case close by, and 
near the bugle which sounded the “advance,” to the Light 
Brigade, an order obeyed implicitely, in the face of certain 
death, my vision and thoughts were suddenly confronted 
with the sight of a fleet of grey line motor buses, marked in 
large letters, designating their usual route as Los Angeles, 
Pittsburg, New York, but now filled with hundreds of nurses 
from every hospital and nursing organization, dressed in 
their simple beautiful uniforms, on their way to Grace 
Cathedral, anxious to show their appreciation, respect and 
reverence for the founder of their chosen profession, by 
participating in the services, arranged each year by the 
devoted band of the members of the uuild of St. Barnabas 
for Nurses. 

The Right Rev. Walter T. Sumner, D. D., Bishop of Ore- 
gon, deeply interested in the nursing profession through his 
close activity with the hospital and its patients gave a most 
eloguent and encouraging address, while Dean Wilmer 
Gresham, assisted by Rev. John Collins, welcomed nurses and 
conducted the services, which closed with the .vightingale 
pledge and Guild prayer, recited in unison. eee

Sundays—July 7, 14, 21, 28—-St. John’s, Capitola 
Aug. 18—St. Andrew’s, Ben Lomond 
Aug. 25—St. Luke’s, San Francisco 


At Sts Andrew’s Mission, Ben Lomond noteworthy im- 
provements have been made, thanks to the loving labors of 
Miss Wilhemina Dickinson, Mrs. B. F. Dickinson and Mrs. 
Wilder Anthony. The gounds have been beautified and the 
Church building repainted and renovated. Attractive wrought 
iron electric light fixtures have been installed and every- 
thing is in readiness for the summer services. Special 
preachers this year will include the Rev. W. W. Jennings 
of St. Luke’s, San Francisco, the Rev. Henry Shires of Ala- 
meda, the Rev. Dr. King, the Rev. J. P. Turner of San Fran- 
tisco, and the Archdeacon. Several lay-readers will also 
give their services. Church people vacationing in the Santa 
Cruz Mountains in the neighborhood of Ben Lomond are 
urged to attend. The heartiest of welcomes is extended. The 
Church is located about a block from the Hotel Dickinson, 
and the proprietors of this first class hotel, Mr. and Mrs. 
B. F. Dickinson, will gladly give any information regarding 
services. 


Recently the Archdeacon visited Trinity Church, Hay- 
ward where the Rev. J. A. Ten Broeck and his family are 
doing a fine piece of constructive work in quickly devlop- 
ing part of the Diocese. The Church owns a strategic picce 
of property and the grounds are beautifully kept. We have 
a Sunday School of about 75 children and a communicant 
list of nearly 100. The Archdeacon conferred with the Vicar 
and his family on Saturday evening, celebrated at the early 
service on Sunday morning, breakfasted with the men of the 
Parish and discussed matters of future welfare, addressed 
the children of the Church School and preached at the 
eleven o’clock service. Luncheon was with Mr. and Mrs. 
Williard Burr, consecrated communicants and in the after- 
noon Mr. Ten Broeck and his choir broadcasted a service of 
Evening Prayer over KZM, the Archdeacon giving the ad- 
dress. Sunday evening the Archdeacon visited All Saint’s, 
Elmhurst where in addition to the regular congregation, 
members of the American Order of the Sons of St. George 
were present. On Monday morning our Church at Liver- 
more was visited and a number of calls were made on 
Church people residing there. Both Elmhurst and Livermore 
are under Mr. Ten Broeck’s care, and in addition he is con- 
sidering the prospect of some kind of a beginning at San 
Leandro. Monday noon the Hayward Rotary Club was 
visited, the Archdeacon being the speaker of the day. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ten Broeck have four fine children, three 
daughters—Alice (in the East), Katherine (attending Mills 
College), Eleanor (at High School) and a son, Anthony who 
is just preparing for University. Trinity, Hayward has two 
lay readers who assist Mr. Ten Brock in the good work he is 
doing.

On Sunday afternoon, May 19th the Archdeacon was the 
special speaker at Vesper Service at the Tamalpais School, 
San Rafael. This is an A-1 institution for boys with an en- 
rollment of over 100 boarders and 30 day scholars. It is 
located in the midst of beautiful surroundings and has a 
fine equipment, together with a good athletic field and an 
attractive outdoor swimming pool. Mr. J. W. Williams is 
Head Master and he is building up here in the West a school 
that will compare favorably with the well-known boys 
schools in the East. Mr. Williams is a churchman and a 
communicant of St. Paul’s Church, San Rafael. He is assisted 
by a staff of some 14 teachers, most of whom are graduates 
from Universities such as Yale and Harvard. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Williams the Lay Conference 
of the Diocese will be held at Tamalpais School on Saturday, 
August 31st to Monday, Sept. 2nd. This privilege is deeply 
appreciated. 


St. Matthew’s Mission, Berkeley, is located at Grove and 
Russell Streets. There are 47 communicants, an increase of 
over 100 per cent since 1927. There is a small Church 
School of 25 children, The property has somewhat deterio- 
rated but under the leadership of the Rev. Edward Under- 
wood the people are doing their best to see that it is reno- 
vated. The grounds are being planted with shrubbery and 
repairs are being made to the Church building. Mr. Under- 
wood is systematically visiting the people. 

The lay readers of the Diocese recently had their annual 
dinner and election of officers. Mr. Herbert Trinies of the 
Church of the Incarnation was elected President, Mr. Ralph 
Ward of Trinity Church, Hayward, was elected secretary 
and Mr. Harry Jellett of of the Church of the Good Samari- 
tan, San Francisco, was re-elected treasurer. The members 
of this organization are doing excellent work in the Diocese 
and a number of the members have volunteered for services 
this summer, especially at our summer chapels at Ben 
Lomond and Capitola. 

At the last General Convention seventy men were ap- 
pointed to promote the spirit of evangelism through the con- 
duct of Parochial missions. The Archdeacon is one of the 
Seventy and the Bishop of Washington and the College of 
Preachers have invited the group to meet in Washington, 
D. C., from Tuesday, September 17th to Friday, September 
20 for conference and in order to create an organization by 
which there may be greater facilities for carrying out this 
work in the various provinces and dioceses of the Church. 


The new rector at St. Paul’s, Burlingame, the Rev. Herald 
G. Gardner, has successfully engineered a campaign for the 
erection of a new building to be known as “The Brewer 
Parish House.” It is the hope that there will be sufficient 
funds raised to provide also a new organ in ‘the Church. 
With these two additions to the present equipment and 
under the inspiring leadership of Mr. Gardner and Dr. 
Brewer, we feel confident that the parish will go forward to 
loftier heights of vision and service. 

The Rev. Carel J. Hulsewe, Vicar of St. Francis Mission, 
San Francisco was ordained to the Priesthood on Tuesday, 
May 28th in Grace Cathedral. A large attendance of mem- 
bers of St. Francis was present. The Bishop of the Diocese 
officiated. The Rev. E. F. Gee, Dean of the Convocation 
of Oakland, was the Gospeller and the Rev. Wm. J. Attwood 
of Centerville was the Epistoller. Father Otis, rector of the 
Church of the Advent was the preacher, and a number of 
the Clergy of the Diocese were present. The Candidate 
was presented by the Archdeacon. Mr. Hulsewe has already 
done a notable piece of work at St. Francis and under his 
leadership the church will soon become a self-supporting 
parish. 

On Whitsunday the Good Samaritan Mission, San Fran- 
cisco celebrated its 35th Birthday. It may be of interest to 
many to know that 1,668 persons have been baptized in the 
Good Samaritan, 742 confirmed, 563 married and 1,869 
buried. During last year alone there were 34,957 attend- 
ances in our Community Center activities. 

The Rev. Dr. H. St. Geo. Buttrum, Rector of Christ Church, 
Sausalito is establishing, with the assistance of Mrs. Buttrum, 
a Home for delicate and convalescent children at their sum- 
mer home on Diamond Mountain near Calistoga in Napa 
County. The home is at an elevation of 1,800 feet and is 
surrounded by pines, oaks, madrones and redwood. It is 
open to children from the ages of five to twelve years. 


Word has been received that late in the fall we are to 
have a visit from Dr. Larkin Blazebrook, Field Worker of 
the National Commission on Evangelism.

Crimean period, and picturing in my mind, also, the lovely 
and inspiring marble group in the National Museum, in 
Whitehall, portraying this ideal woman and nurse, min- 
istering to her wounded soldiers, many of her personal 
effects, including her field glasses, in a case close by, and 
near the bugle which sounded the “advance,” to the Light 
Brigade, an order obeyed implicitely, in the face of certain 
death, my vision and thoughts were suddenly confronted 
with the sight of a fleet of grey line motor buses, marked in 
large letters, designating their usual route as Los Angeles, 
Pittsburg, New York, but now filled with hundreds of nurses 
from every hospital and nursing organization, dressed in 
their simple beautiful uniforms, on their way to Grace 
Cathedral, anxious to show their appreciation, respect and 
reverence for the founder of their chosen profession, by 
participating in the services, arranged each year by the 
devoted band of the members of the uuild of St. Barnabas 
for Nurses. 

The Right Rev. Walter T. Sumner, D. D., Bishop of Ore- 
gon, deeply interested in the nursing profession through his 
close activity with the hospital and its patients gave a most 
eloquent and encouraging address, while Dean Wilmer 
Gresham, assisted by Rey. John Collins, welcomed nurses and 
conducted the services, which closed with the .vightingale 
pledge and Guild prayer, recited in unison. ee

Special 
preachers this year will include the Rev. W. W. Jennings 
of St. Luke’s, San Francisco, the Rev. Henry Shires of Ala- 
meda, the Rev. Dr. King, the Rev. J. P. Turner of San Fran- 
tisco, and the Archdeacon. Several lay-readers will also 
give their services. Church people vacationing in the Santa 
Cruz Mountains in the neighborhood of Ben Lomond are 
urged to attend. The heartiest of welcomes is extended. The 
Church is located about a block from the Hotel Dickinson, 
and the proprietors of this first class hotel, Mr. and Mrs. 
B. F. Dickinson, will gladly give any information regarding 
services. 


Recently the Archdeacon visited Trinity Church, Hay- 
ward where the Rev. J. A. Ten Broeck and his family are 
doing a fine piece of constructive work in quickly devlop- 
ing part of the Diocese. The Church owns a strategic picce 
of property and the grounds are beautifully kept. We have 
a Sunday School of about 75 children and a communicant 
list of nearly 100. The Archdeacon conferred with the Vicar 
and his family on Saturday evening, celebrated at the early 
service on Sunday morning, breakfasted with the men of the 
Parish and discussed matters of future welfare, addressed 
the children of the Church School and preached at the 
eleven o’clock service. Luncheon was with Mr. and Mrs. 
Williard Burr, consecrated communicants and in the after- 
noon Mr. Ten Broeck and his choir broadcasted a service of 
Evening Prayer over KZM, the Archdeacon giving the ad- 
dress. Sunday evening the Archdeacon visited All Saint’s, 
Elmhurst where in addition to the regular congregation, 
members of the American Order of the Sons of St. George 
were present. On Monday morning our Church at Liver- 
more was visited and a number of calls were made on 
Church people residing there. Both Elmhurst and Livermore 
are under Mr. Ten Broeck’s care, and in addition he is con- 
sidering the prospect of some kind of a beginning at San 
Leandro. Monday noon the Hayward Rotary Club was 
visited, the Archdeacon being the speaker of the day. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ten Broeck have four fine children, three 
daughters—Alice (in the East), Katherine (attending Mills 
College), Eleanor (at High School) and a son, Anthony who 
is just preparing for University. Trinity, Hayward has two 
lay readers who assist Mr. Ten Brock in the good work he is 
doing. 


On Sunday afternoon, May 19th the Archdeacon was the 
special speaker at Vesper Service at the Tamalpais School, 
San Rafael. This is an A-1 institution for boys with an en- 
rollment of over 100 boarders and 30 day scholars. It is 
located in the midst of beautiful surroundings and has a 
fine equipment, together with a good athletic field and an 
attractive outdoor swimming pool. Mr. J. W. Williams is 
Head Master and he is building up here in the West a school 
that will compare favorably with the well-known boys 
schools in the East. Mr. Williams is a churchman and a 
communicant of St. Paul’s Church, San Rafael. He is assisted 
by a staff of some 14 teachers, most of whom are graduates 
from Universities such as Yale and Harvard. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Williams the Lay Conference 
of the Diocese will be held at Tamalpais School on Saturday, 
August 31st to Monday, Sept. 2nd. This privilege is deeply 
appreciated. | 


St. Matthew’s Mission, Berkeley, is located at Grove and 
Russell Streets. There are 47 communicants, an increase of 
over 100 per cent since 1927. There is a small Church 
School of 25 children. The property has somewhat deterio- 
rated but under the leadership of the Rev. Edward Under- 
wood the people are doing their best to see that it is reno- 
vated. The grounds are being planted with shrubbery and 
repairs are being made to the Church building. Mr. Under- 
wood is systematically visiting the people. 


The lay readers of the Diocese recently had their annual 
dinner and election of officers. Mr. Herbert Trinies of the 
Church of the Incarnation was elected President, Mr. Ralph 
Ward of Trinity Church, Hayward, was elected secretary 
and Mr. Harry Jellett of of the Church of the Good Samari- 
tan, San Francisco, was re-elected treasurer. The members 
of this organization are doing excellent work in the Diocese 
and a number of the members have volunteered for services 
this summer, especially at our summer chapels at Ben 
Lomond and Capitola. 

At the last General Convention seventy men were ap- 
pointed to promote the spirit of evangelism through the con- 
duct of Parochial missions. The Archdeacon is one of the 
Seventy and the Bishop of Washington and the College of 
Preachers have invited the group to meet in Washington, 
D. C., from Tuesday, September 17th to Friday, September 
20 for conference and in order to create an organization by 
which there may be greater facilities for carrying out this 
work in the various provinces and dioceses of the Church. 

The new rector at St. Paul’s, Burlingame, the Rev. Herald 
(;. Gardner, has successfully engineered a campaign for the 
erection of a new building to be known as “The Brewer 
Parish House.” It is the hope that there will be sufficient 
funds raised to provide also a new organ in the Church. 
With these two additions to the present equipment and 
under the inspiring leadership of Mr. Gardner and Dr. 
Brewer, we feel confident that the parish will go forward to 
loftier heights of vision and service. 

The Rev. Carel J. Hulsewe, Vicar of St. Francis Mission, 
San Francisco was ordained to the Priesthood on Tuesday, 
May 28th in Grace Cathedral. A large attendance of mem- 
bers of St. Francis was present. The Bishop of the Diocese 
officiated. The Rev. E. F. Gee, Dean of the Convocation 
of Oakland, was the Gospeller and the Rev. Wm. J. Attwood 
of Centerville was the Epistoller. Father Otis, rector of the 
Church of the Advent was the preacher, and a number of 
the Clergy of the Diocese were present. The Candidate 
was presented by the Archdeacon. Mr. Hulsewe has already 
done a notable piece of work at St. Francis and under his 
leadership the church will soon become a self-supporting 
parish. 

On Whitsunday the Good Samaritan Mission, San Fran- 
cisco celebrated its 35th Birthday. It may be of interest to 
many to know that 1,668 persons have been baptized in the 
Good Samaritan, 742 confirmed, 563 married and 1,869 
buried. During last year alone there were 34,957 attend- 
ances in our Community Center activities. 


The Rev. Dr. H. St. Geo. Buttrum, Rector of Christ Church, 
Sausalito is establishing, with the assistance of Mrs. Buttrum, 
a Home for delicate and convalescent children at their sum- 
mer home on Diamond Mountain near Calistoga in Napa 
County. The home is at an elevation of 1,800 feet and is 
surrounded by pines, oaks, madrones and redwood. It is 
open to children from the ages of five to twelve years.

Revision of Parochial Quotas 


The special committee on the Revision of Parochial 
Quotas appointed by the Bishop at the last Diocesan Con- 
vention recently met in conference with the Revenue and 
Finance Departments of the Diocesan Council. They pre- 
sent the following recommendations: 

1. That the $120,000 schedule, and the system of arbitrary 
askings by the Finance Committee, be superseded by an 
actual budget quota, whereby a total of real needs be ap- 
portioned on the basis of parochial expenditures at equit- 
ab'e and practicable ratios. 

The Committee felt that the old figure of $120,000 has no 
relation whatever to any budget figures, national or dio- 
cesan. Being about twice the amount that has actually been 
raised under it, its ratio of askings to expenditures is 200 
per cent. Some churches, large and small, have strained 
eyerv effort to meet the figures assigned them. But three- 
quarters of the parishes have paid no attention whatever to 
amounts which they regard as out of reason and out of 
reach. Hence, the above recommendation. 

2. Recommendation: That the total askings for 1930 be 


he might give his entire time to the work of Evangelism.

set at the sum of $80,000; actual receipts to be divided 
equally between the National and Diocesan Councils. 

We are putting the askings at a figure which, if paid in 
full, would enable us to pay our entire national apportion- 
ment without strain, and to take care of our own pressing 
needs. The Diocesan Budget will certainly approach very 
closely the $40,700 asked by the National Council. Without 
insisting on an absolute equating of these askings, we pro- 
pose that the yield under the new apportionments shall be 
equally divided between the two. This Diocese should 
certainly do everything humanly possible to make up its 
National apportionment. However, we have a paramount 
obligation for our own diocesan work, which is our sole 
responsibility, over the national work, which is a shared 
task. The principle of “A Dollar for Ourselves and a Dol- 
lar for Others” is the most that could reasonably be expected 
of us. In other words, the present 50-50 division is not 
arbitrary but intrinsically equitable. 

3. Recommendation: That the churches of the Dic¢ese 
be classified according to their average parochial expendi- 
tures for the years 1926-27-28, in three brackets, to be ap- 
portioned for the Church’s program at the following per- 
centages of the said expenditures base: Below $5,000, 20 
per cent; from $5,000 to $10,000, 33 1-3 per cent, and above 
$10,000, 50 per cent. 

Present average percentage of giving, on the basis of the 
1929 pledges furnishes a reliable index of the ratios of ap- 
portionment which will be at the same equitable and work- 
able. These basic figures are: Below $5,000, 14.14 per cent; 
from $5,000 to $10,000, 25.05 per cent; above $10,000, 37.1 
per cent. 

At these present ratios yield a total of about $59,000, the 
requirements for a yield of $80,000 are a matter of simple 
arithmetic. To raise the larger sum at the same relative 
ratios, contributions would have to be approximately 20 
per cent, 331-3 per cent and 50 per cent. 

We know that there are certain Parishes that have demon- 
strated their ability to pay larger quotas. These will be 
asked to continue, as a safeguard against disaster to the 
work they have proved to be dear to them. In the case of 
churches having special burdens, such as excessive parochial 
debts, the Finance Committee should sit as a Board of 
Equity to fix practicable objectives for the ensuing year. 

The special committee also recommend that a very thor- 
ough educational campaign be carried out to bring home 
the veracity and actuality of these budget quotas as “An 
Honest Share of Honest Needs,” and as a corporate obliga- 
tion on the parishes as responsible units, not accidental ag- 
gregations of individual givers. 

The special committee was composed of the Rev. Lindley 
H. Miller, chairman; the Rev. Bayard H. Jones, secretary; 
and Messrs. Charles M. Gunn, E. W. Burr, and B. A. McAI- 
lister. The Diocese owes a debt of gratitude to these 
gentlemen for their excellent work and especially to the 
Rev. Bayard H. Jones, upon whom the burden of the task 
fell. The whole matter will be discussed at the Lay Con- 
ference and at the Convocations in October. Additional 
information will be published later.

Excavation for the chancel of Grace Cathedral was started 
June 18th and the ground is now ready to receive the founda- 
tion of this next unit to be erected in the completion pro- 
gram. Effort will first be concentrated on that portion of 
the chancel or apse which is to be structurally connected 
with the Chapel of Grace and baptistery, but by the end of 
summer the foundation for the whole unit is expected to be 
in place and ready to receive the steel framework of the 
superstructure. While the excavators were on the job the 
site of the crossing and transepts was also dug away to the 
foundation level, although construction will not be started on 
these units until later. 

Particular interest is attached to the chancel of the cathed- 
ral for the reason that with the crossing, it is to be a mem- 
orial to the late Bishop Nichols, under whose leadership the 
cathedral project was inaugurated. Adjoining the chapel 
and baptistery on the north, the chancel will rise 124 feet 
above the level of California Street, at Jones, and will cor- 
respond to the nave in width and height. It will be 42 feet 
wide, 87 feet high from floor to vaulting, and about 90 feet 
long. The crowning feature of the chancel will be eleven 
windows, each 39 feet high, which will surround the choir 
and sanctuary with the colorful beauty of stained glass. An- 
other interesting feature will be the eight symbolic figures 
to be placed in niches below the side windows, four on a 
side. One of the windows and two of the symbolic figures 
have already been provided for as special memorials within 
the Bishop Nichol’s memorial. Any person interested in 
these or other memorial features of the cathedral may obtain 
full information from the Dean. 


That ground should have been broken for the chancel in 
June is of more than ordinary interest in view of the sig- 
nificance of that month in the life of Bishop Nichols. He 
was born in June, 1849, was ordained to the diaconate in 
June and it was in June that he was made priest. On the 
twenty-fourth of June, St. John the Baptist Day, 1890, he was 
consecrated bishop and in the same month and year journey- 
ed westward to take up his duties in California. And it was 
in June, 1924, that he died. A year later, in a memorial 
address on the anniversary of Bishop Nichol’s death, Dean 
Gresham said: “How fitting, then, to signalize a month, so 
rich with the subtle boquet of his most fragrant associations, 
by following the vision that he saw, and by materializing 
the dream that he dreamed.”

S. Waldo Coleman, chairman of the completion committee, 
is spending the summer in Europe, where he expects to visit 
a number of old cathedrals before returning to San Fran- 
cisco in September. In view of the active part he is taking 
in the Grace Cathedral project it is probable that he will find 
much to interest him in the ediflces of the Old World. 

Installation of the stone infills in the windows of the 
chapel is to start immediately, several carloads of material 
having arrived from the quarries. Indiana limestone is 
being used in the windows and for trim here and there 
throughout the structure. The stone is cut to dimension at 
the quarry and installation of it should proceed at a rapid 
rate. 

“T find I never weary of great churches,” wrote Robert 
Louis Stevenson. “It is my favorite kind of mountain 
scenery. Mankind was never so happily inspired as when 
it made a cathedral; a thing as single and spacious as a 
statue at first sight and yet, on examination, as lively and 
interesting as a forest in detail.”

Rural work and religious education, especially among 
young people were the outstanding matters of interest al 
the Eleventh Annual Synod of the Province of the Pacific, 
held recently at Montecito. 

Plans and discussion proved that the Church of today 
has advanced far beyond the point when religion consisted 
of “states of feeling” only and that there are practical and 
intelligent efforts to make faith a thing of work-a-day life, 
to lift and to bring understanding and purpose to the hum- 
drum of lives of those in far places and to aid the young 
people to clarify the sometimes murkily golden light of 
youth. 

These matters were of predominant importance not only 
to the clergy but to the members of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
who held a joint session on the first day with the men of 
the Synod and for the following two days had their own 
meeting in the Parish House of All Saints Church. 

The auxiliary members, who, by the way, represented a 
larger field in the Province than did the men, were eager 
to learn from each other. Women from cities listened with 
keenest interest and sympathy to the experiences, some- 
times amusing, sometimes touching, always vitally human, 
of htose from the mountains, the deserts, the forests or the 
plains who are doing their bit, great or small, to “help roll 
the world nearer God.” 

In turn these women asked aid, advice, encouragement 
from those from the great centers, seized avidly upon new 
ideas and went back declaring themselves newly heartened 
for their tasks. 

Five-minute addresses by Diocesan presidents were the 
introductory means bor this exchange of ideas and enlighten- 
ing discussions. 

An appreciation of the great value of such a gathering 
together of the Auxiliary members of the Province was 
voiced by Mrs. Thomas Kydd, the very able Provincial 
president in her opening address. She urged that something 
practical be the outcome of the Svnod and that each woman 
pledge herself to carry back to her own community cer- 
tain plans such as, aid to be given by the larger branches 


to the lesser; a prayer partnership plan among the Aux- 
iliaries; exchange of visits; closer touch with the mission- 
aries, both home and foreign; and careful study of the re- 
ports of the committees of the General Convention. 


At the joint session on the first day which consisted of 
educational conferences, the addresses of the Rev. J. W. 
Suter, Jr., executive secretary of the Nationall Department 
of Religious Education and the Rev. C. Leslie Glenn, Na- 
tional secretary for College Work, both of whom came from 
New York for the occasion, were of particular moment. 
Coming directly from the national headquarters of the 
social work of the Church, they had much to tell of the 
latest ideas and developments. Likewise, the delightful per- 
sonality of the two young men and their way of accepting 
their faith as a gladsome thing that is truly “the light to 
lighten the world” made their words especially forceful. 

Mrs. Kydd announced early the Synod meeting that it was 
not to be held for business affairs but for inspiration and 
the discussion of rural work. In pursuance of this plan the 
greater number of the features of the excellent programme 
prepared by a committee of which Mrs. H. M. Sherman of 
San Francisco was chairman, were along that line. 

The Rev. Mr. Hinkle, rector of the church at Pendleton, 
Oregon, center of one of the most active and at the same 
time complicated of the missionary districts, has much that 
was practical and constructive to say on work in the smaller 
communities and farming regions such as lie adjacent to 
his parish. 

Distance is one of the greatest difficultues he encounters 
and he expressed a hope that he might soon have an aero- 
plane to offset that. Also he was frank in his ideas of the 
type of men and women sent out for missionary work. 

Trained people are a necessity. Preachers who have 
failed elsewhere will not do. People in the hinterlands 
read and think more than the average person in the cities, 
he declared and a failure elsewhere will be doubly a 
failure there. 

And more of a tragedy even as there is a tremendous 
longing among many in the outlying regions for the religious 
services and teachings which are denied them. 

More of this work in Eastern Oregon was explained in 
the afternoon when the Auxiliary meeting was merged with 
the regular Synod meeting to hear Bishop Remington of 
that Diocese. 

From him came in fullest measure that inspiration which 
Mrs. Kydd had desired. 

For an hour he held his hearers between tears and 
laughter as he told of his experiences, his difficulties and 
his ofttimes unique methods of meeting them with such 
deep and unswerving faith, such fearless dirctions and sim- 
plicity, such dlightful humor and such a wise realization 
of the need in every human heart for God’s help to meet 
life, that every one went away strengthened by his strength. 

Part of his discourse dealt with the successful work of 
the group of young men of the Church Army of England, 
whom he had induced to go to Oregon and make a tour of 
the more isolated regions of his diocese. 

To illustrate something of their methods he called a half 
dozen men from among the clergy present who had form- 
erly been in the Church Army and led them in the singing 
of some of the stirring hymns of the organization, and 
finally making the singing general and enthusiastic among 
those at the meeting. 

Deaconesses with the varied duties laid upon were one 
of the main interests of the Auxiliary and there was much 
discussion of their achievements and problems in the mis- 
sionary field, among the Indians, in city and rural parishes 
and, of paramount importance, the Retiring Fund. 

Deaconess Anna Newell, Dean of the School for Christian 
Service who always commands the closest attention of her 
audience, told of the need of such a fund in all fairness to 
those women who, in most instances have no private in- 
comes, who give up their lives to some of the most difficult 
and exhausting tasks that fall to the lot of laborers in the 
vineyard, who are forbidden to marry if they are to remain 
deaconesses and who receive, generallly, barely a_ living 
wage from which it is impossible to save. Then when their 
usefulness is past, they must depend on charity either of 
relatives or others during their declining years. Resolu- 
tions were passed to investigate the wisest means of secur- 
ing this fund and to make every effort to see it established. 
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Reports on their work among the Indians were heard 
from Deaconesses Lillian Todd of Northern California and 
Ann Cody of Fort Defiance, Arizona. 

There were many other addresses by notable speakers 
among those of especial note being that of Bishop Sanford 
of the San Joaquin, presiding Bishop of the Synod who 
touched particularly upon the tremendous significance, of 
the missionary zeal of the Women’s Auxiliary and its im- 
portance in rural work. 

Dean Ludlow, secretary of Adult Education from New 
York, another of the three wise men from the East, gave 
an interesting and informative discourse and declared that 
he always felt that the Auxiliary was the spiritual mother 


of his office. 


Bishop Jenkins told of his diocese of Nevada which has 
the smallest population of any state in the Union where the 
distances are so great and the means of travel so limited 
but in spite of this the Bishop expressed great faith in the 
future of his work there, told most amusingly of the needs 
of his diocese and invited the aid of those interested. 

The election of officers at the closing session resulted in 
Mrs. L. C. Lance of Berkeley being named as the successor 
of Mrs. Kydd as provincial president; Mrs. H. M. Sherman 
of San Francisco and Mrs. Jenkins of Nevada as vice-presi- 
dents and Mrs. Montgomery Thomas of the Diocese of San 
Joaquin as secretary-treasurer.

The Call of the Fisherman 


“T will make you fishers of men.” I will take you away 
from empty nets, and idle boats, and noisome orders, and 
all the mechanics of fishing, and train you to rescue from 
the deeps those who are made in the image of God.

1 will send you upon the tossing high seas, and into the 
quiet inlets; into the highways and byways; into the busy 
marts and the lonely places. I will commission you to tell 
them of a King, a kingdom, a throne and power to live, 
right within themselves. I will send you forth to be the 
voice of the Transcendent God-—He who is over all, to the 
Immanent God — He who is within all. Multitudes have 
never heard because there was not objective voice and no 
visible bush aflame. 


You shall teach them that my light within them makes 
every bush aflame, and every outward sound the echo of 
the’ I am within.” You shall be the voice crying in the 
wilderness of unrest and uncertainty, “prepare ye the way 
of the Lord.” 


I will train you to fish with a net catching multitudes, 
and also to fish for them singly, in the churches, and out of 
them, confused, doubting and afraid, waiting for the call 
of the Fisherman. 


You shall teach them their essential nature through one- 
ness with my Father, and shall make them conscious living 
cells in the spiritual body of Christ. 


You shall teach them how to take the outward form of. 
Truth as it it in me, and lead them to that inner illumina- 
tion which shall make Christ a living power in their lives. 


Do you hear the inner call? Does something divine with- 
in answer this divine call and say, “Here am I, send me’? 
If so, begin this moment the great adventure—‘Follow me.”

When you 
want greater peace, then take peace to others, for the per- 
fect trust which serves others reacts in peace to yourself. 

Everything outward proceeds from the consciousness of 
Allness within. Whatever your problem is, remember you 
will find the solution within. For God and yourself are a 
majority in any undertaking.
